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1 What is claimed is : 

2 1. A^model for making stable currency loans for use in 

3 secondary economies, said model comprising: 

4 a) \a lending entity having access to at least one 

5 sfsable currency, 

6 b) a borrowing entity having use for loan proceeds 

7 in a Secondary economy, 

8 c) a firsts, interest rate at least partially 

9 determined^ by a commonly available lending 
1^ interest rate, of the stable currency, 

1QP d) a second interest rate at least partially 

1® determined by a commonly available interest rate 

13S of a local currencV of the secondary economy, 

14 e) an agreement for a loan between said lending and 
lEg borrowing entities at/\faid first interest rate, 

15 said loan payable in the^sTtable currency, and 

f) an amortization schedule comprising a first debt 

18 service obligation payable, at said second 

19 interest rate and a second debt service 

20 obligation payable at said f irstxlnterest rate. 

21 2. A model as recited in claim 1 wherein \said loan is 

22 satisfied by payment in the stable currency. 

23 3. A model as recited in claim 2 further comprising a 

24 reserve fund of sufficient amount to facilitate 

25 satisfaction of said amortization schedule ir\ the 
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1 eVsent of a period of instability of said secondary 

2 economy. 

3 4, A moael as recited in claim 3 wherein said reserve 

4 fund \s derived from the difference in the 

5 amortization of the loan at said second and first 

6 interest Vates, said second interest rate being 

7 greater thar\ first interest rate. 

8 5. A model as recited in claim 1 further comprising a 

9 reserve fund of sufficient amount to facilitate 
IS satisfaction of ssaid amortization schedule in the 

event of a period c\f instability of said secondary 

i=§ economy. \ 

1§ 6. A model as recited in Vlaim 5 wherein said reserve 

14 fund is derived fromyOthe difference in the 

OlB amortization schedule 4m\ said second and first 

lig interest rate. >^ 

ll 7. A model as recited in claim 5 \herein the amount of 

18 said reserve fund is predetermined based at least 

19 partially on the amount of said loan\and the stability 

20 of said secondary economy. \ 

21 8. A model as recited in claim 7 wherein said stability 

22 of said secondary economy is based on historical and 

23 current economic factors. \ 

24 9. A model as recited in claim 7 wherein said\reserve 

25 fund is established as an initial deposit. \ 
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1 10. A model as recited in claim 5 wherein said reserve 

2 fund is accumulated from a portion of said periodic 

3 payments of said first debt service obligation. 

4 11. A moqel as recited in claim 10 wherein said periodic 

5 paymen\s of said first debt service obligation 

6 continued for a predetermined length of time until 

7 said reserve fund comprises a predetermined amount. 

8 12. A model a\ recited in claim 10 wherein said 

9 predetermined\amount of said reserve fund is based at 
l ! fj least partiallyv on the amount of said loan and the 
VP instability of sa\d secondary economy. 

lM 13. A model as recitecK in claim 12 wherein said second 
lJS debt service obligation begins upon the satisfaction 

14 of said first debt ser|Arce obligation and said reserve 

igg fund comprising a predetermined amount, 

life 14. A model as recited in claita 13 wherein said reserve 
1% fund is retained by said lending entity and applicable 

18 to satisfy at least a portion\of said second debt 

19 service obligation during a pericxd of instability of 

20 said secondary economy. \ 

21 15. A model as recited in claim 14 whereaSn said reserve 

22 fund is retained by said lending entity aWl applicable 

23 to satisfy at least a portion of either sa\d first or 

24 second debt service obligation during a period of 

25 instability of the secondary economy. \ 
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1 16. A ^laodel as recited in claim 15 wherein any unused 

2 portion of said reserve fund is returned to said 

3 borrowing entity upon satisfaction of said loan. 

4 17. A modeA as recited in claim 3 further comprising a 

5 security\deposit payed by said borrowing entity in an 

6 amount lesfe than the amount of said loan. 

7 18. A model as Vecited in claim 3 wherein said lending 

8 entity is associated with a lending institution 

9 directly associated with said secondary economy and 
r§j said borrowing Wtity is a client of said lending 
l)V institution. \ 

l;2l 19. A model as recitedXin claim 18 further comprising a 

l£ compensation package benefitting said lending 

14 institution and incl/u^LLng conversion fees from the 
lSg client for exchanging liocal currency for the stable 
1'fe currency used for satisfaction of said amortization 

15 schedule. \ 

18 20. A model as recited in oylaim 19 wherein said 

19 compensation package further Yncludes a deposit of 

20 said reserve fund with said lending institution. 

21 21. A model as recited in claim 18 farther comprising a 

22 conversion loan package whereii* said lending 

23 institution converts pre-existing \oans involving 

24 local currency to loans of and payableXin the stable 

25 currency. \ 
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22. A\ model for making a stable currency loan for use in 
a secondary economy, said model comprising: 

a) \a lending entity having access to a stable 
currency, 

b) a borrowing entity having use for loan proceeds 
in a Secondary economy, 

c) a firsY interest rate at least partially 
determined by a commonly available lending 
interest ra^e of the stable currency, 

d) a second interest rate at least partially 
determined by a commonly available interest rate 
of local currency within the secondary economy, 

e) an agreement for a\loan between said lending and 
borrowing entities/atrf said first interest rate, 
said loan payable "co^-arfd satisfied by said 
borrowing entity in sard stable currency, 

f ) an amortization schedule^ to satisfy said loan 
comprising a first debt\ service obligation 
payable at said second interact rate and a second 
debt service obligation payable at said first 
interest rate, and 

g) a reserve fund sufficient in amour^t to facilitate 
payment of at least a portion of said 
amortization schedule in the event of\instability 
of said secondary economy. 
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1 23. A Ynodel as recited in claim 22 wherein any unused 

2 portion of said reserve fund is returned to said 

3 borrowing entity upon satisfaction of said loan. 

4 24. A modeAas recited in claim 23 wherein the amount of 

5 said reserve fund is predetermined based at least 

6 partially Wt the amount of said loan and the stability 

7 of the secondary economy. 

8 25. A model as respited in claim 24 wherein said reserve 

9 fund is derived from the difference in amortization of 
ltd said loan at said second and first interest rates, 
l¥\ said second interest rate being greater than said 
ISM first interest rate\ 

13P 26. A model as recited iia claim 25 wherein said reserve 

14 fund is accumulated Xnj a predetermined number of 

15 periodic payments olfAx^ai^ first debt service

174 27. A model as recited in claim 26 wherein said second 

18 debt service obligation begiKs upon the satisfaction 

19 of said first debt service obligation and said reserve 

20 fund reaching said predetermined\amount . 

21 28. A procedure for making a secure, srsable currency loan 

22 for use in a secondary economy, \ said procedure 

23 comprising: \ 

24 a) establishing a first interest rVte at least 

25 partially based on a commonly available lending 
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1 >interest rate of a predetermined stable currency, 

2 b) establishing a second interest rate at least

21 least partially on the amount of thev loan and the 

22 stability of the secondary economy. \ 

23 31. A procedure as recited in claim 28 \ comprising 

24 establishing the reserve fund by accumulating a 

25 portion of periodic payments made in amortizing the 
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1 \ loan at the second interest rate. 

2 32. V procedure as recited in claim 31 comprising 

3 continuing periodic payments to satisfy amortizing the 

4 loaK at the second interest rate for a predetermined 

5 lengtK of time until the reserve fund comprises the 

6 predetermined amount. 

7 33. A procedure as recited in claim 32 comprising 

8 returning any unused portion of the reserve fund to 

9 the borrowing, entity upon satisfaction of the loan, 
lhf 34. A procedure ^s recited in claim 28 comprising 
l¥j returning any unused portion of said reserve fund to 
128 the borrowing entky upon satisfaction of the loan, 
if 35. A procedure as rWcited in claim 34 comprising 
14 associating the lepraing entity with a lending 
lBg institution associat^d^YSsLb^the secondary economy and 
16n extending the loan to\ a client of the lending 
1"S institution as the borrowing entity.

19 compensating the lending institution by conversion 

20 fees from the client, charged by the lending

22 stable currency used for the satisfaction of the loan. 

23 37. A procedure as recited in claim 28 comprising 

24 converting pre-existing loans of local currency into 

25 loans of and payable in the stable currency.
